MP calls for random DUI tests 


drunk driving Canadian 
motorists should be given 
random roadside tests to 
help combat impaired driv¬ 
ing, a parliamentary com¬ 
mittee recommends.

Fast told a press confer¬ 
ence the all-party commit¬ 
tee decided random checks 
like those used elsewhere, 
including Ireland and Aus¬ 
tralia, would be the most 
effective deterrent avail¬ 
able to stop motorists from 
driving after drinking. 

“The committee has con¬ 
cluded that randomized 
breath testing is the most 
effective deterrent tool 
available to the police. It 
increases the probably of 


an impaired driver coming 
into contact with police 
and therefore increases the 
risk of being caught,” he 
said.

Iran's Intelligence Ministry

State broadcaster IRIB 
quoted a ministry statement 
as saying several terrorist 
groups had been discovered, 
adding they were linked to 
Iran's foreign enemies, in¬ 
cluding Israel. 

“Members of one of the 
uncovered networks were 
planning to plant bombs on 
election day at various 
crowded Tehran spots, in¬ 
cluding Ershad and Al-Nabi 
mosques," the statement 
said, referring to two promi¬ 
nent mosques in the capital. 
It said the plot was uncov¬ 
ered on election day. 


Britain freezes Iranian assets

France A French woman 
who strangled three of her 
newborn babies and stored 
two of them in the family 
freezer was sentenced to 
eight years in jail Thursday 
after a trial that focused on 
her psychiatric problems. 

The case of Veronique 
Courjault, who gave birth 
in secret three times be¬ 
tween 1999 and 2003, 
came to light in 2006 when 
her husband, trying to 
make space in the freezer, 
found the frozen bodies of 
two babies he had no idea 
were his own. 

Eventually, Veronique 
Courjault confessed that 
she had been pregnant 
three times without her 


husband’s knowledge and 
had strangled the three ba¬ 
bies. 

The couple already had 
two older children, now 
aged 12 and 14. 

Police initially suspected 
the husband of complicity 
because they could not un¬ 
derstand how he failed to 
notice his wife’s pregnan¬ 
cies. 

He was cleared after an 
investigation established 
no one who had seen 
Veronique Courjault dur¬ 
ing her pregnancies had 
noticed any signs. 

Neither her physical ap¬ 
pearance nor her behav¬ 
iour had changed notice¬ 
ably. REUTERS

transgendered (LGBT) 
rights. 

Corporate leaders set the 


tone. Ed Clark, CEO of TD 
Bank Financial Group, pro¬ 
claimed: “I don’t want peo¬ 
ple to feel they have to 
hide who they are because 
they’re afraid we’ll dis¬ 
criminate against them. In 
fact, I look forward to the 
day when all employees 
feel that their sexual orien¬ 
tation is a non-issue.” 

Attracting and retaining 
the best and the brightest 
drives corporate commit¬ 
ment. LGBT consumers — 
the “pink dollar” — are in¬ 
fluential. Moreover, re¬ 
search shows 42 per cent 


of straight consumers will 
not buy from companies 
deemed homophobic. 

But growing up LGBT is 
tough: According to Mental 
Health America, the aver¬ 
age LGBT teen hears anti¬ 
gay slurs 26 times a day. 
EGALE Canada’s 2008 sur¬ 
vey showed 67 per cent of 
LGBT teens felt unsafe at 
school and only half felt ac¬ 
cepted. Rejection or fear of 
rejection by their family of¬ 
ten fuels desperation. Forty 
per cent of LGBT youth re¬ 
port having had suicidal 
thoughts and they are 3.4 



times more at risk for at¬ 
tempting suicide. 

On average, six per cent 
of runaway youth identify 
as LGBT and in some com¬ 
munities rates are much 
higher. LGBT teens are also 
more prone to high risk be¬ 
haviours and drug abuse. 

Susan Magerman teaches 
in Toronto’s Triangle Pro¬ 
gram, the only Canadian 
high school program specifi¬ 


cally aimed at LGBT youth. 
More than 70 per cent of 
her students, aged 14-21, do 
not live at home. Some have 
been kicked out. Some have 
fled abuse. Some are search¬ 
ing for somewhere they be¬ 
long. 

Most students have been 
marginalized and trauma¬ 
tized. Some have experi¬ 
enced homophobia, ha¬ 
rassment and abuse since 
primary school. 

Magerman says, “Once 
they are in a safe and sup¬ 
portive environment, 
where they no longer have 


to worry about their safety 
all the time, they thrive.” 

Her wish? “That all kids, 
regardless of sexual orien¬ 
tation, are supported at 
home, at school and in 
their communities so the 
Triangle program does not 
need to exist.” 

Remember, while we 
march with Pride to cele¬ 
brate progress, much work 
remains.

We are more alike than we are different 



I used to be gay. At least 
that’s what many of the 
people I worked with in Ed¬ 
monton during the 1970s 
thought. Their speculation 
on my sexual preference 
was based on some rather 
superficial analysis. 

I wore fashion-forward 
clothing. I colour co-ordi¬ 
nated my wardrobe. I car¬ 
ried a shoulder bag. And I 
was known to have done 


some acting. What else 
could I be but gay for heav¬ 
en’s sake? 

I am pleased to say that, 
for the most part, that kind 
of stereotyping has disap¬ 
peared. Those of us who do 
not breathe through our 
mouths, or drag our knuck¬ 
les when we walk, know 
that one’s sexual preference 
tells us very little about a 
person other than who he 
or she is sexually interested 
in. The variations within 
the LGBT community mir¬ 
ror those in the heterosexu¬ 
al community. Time has 
taught us that we are more 
alike than we are different. 

As Edmonton winds up 
its Pride Week events, other 
cities are getting ready to 


start theirs. Though our 
Pride parade is much small¬ 
er than Toronto’s, it has 
grown steadily during the 
last few years. 

As an indication of how 
things have changed, this 
year the parade included 
representatives from the 
provincial government. 
That, in and of itself, shows 
how successful the LGBT 
community has been in 
gaining acceptance as a fun¬ 
damental part of our city. 

This city has changed a 
lot. In the ’70s, I didn’t ever 
think that I would see the 
mayor in a Gay Pride Pa¬ 
rade, that members of the 
police force would face off 
against members from the 
LGBT community in a soft¬ 


ball game, or that all and 
sundiy would be invited to 
Pride events. But the great¬ 
est indication of how much 
things have changed can be 
seen in the sponsorship of 
Pride events. 

TD Canada Trust is a ma¬ 
jor sponsor. Banks have nev¬ 
er been big risk takers 
when it comes to their rep¬ 
utations. When a bank feels 
comfortable publicly ac¬ 
knowledging that the LGBT 
community is worthy of its 
support, then you really 
know things have changed 
— and, in this case, for the 
better.

CEO defends bonuses 

Payments help retain value at Nortel: Zafirovski 


Nortel Networks Corp. CEO 
Mike Zafirovski was forced 
to defend his company's 
decision to pay executives 
millions in retention 
bonuses even as the insol¬ 
vent telecom equipment 
maker decided to stop 
paying severance to many 
laid-off workers. 

“We are absolutely con¬ 
vinced that paying the an¬ 
nual incentive plan and 
the retention (plan) is criti¬ 
cal to preserve value with¬ 
in Nortel,” Zafirovski told a 
parliamentary committee 
in Ottawa. 

Nortel has decided — 
with court approval — to 
pay out about $45 million 
US in bonuses for close to 
1,000 employees, despite 
its filing for bankruptcy 
protection in January. 

It had previously argued 
that the bonuses were

Errors 
are more common on sale 
items, with one out of 28 
items being overcharged to 
consumers. 

Watch as your items are 
scanned at the checkout 
and you could save many 
dollars per month and 
even score free food. The 
Retail Council of Canada 
has a Code of Practice for 
scanner accuracy that 
states, “If the scanned 
price of a qualifying item 
at the checkout of a partic¬ 
ipating store is higher than 
the price displayed in the

store — or advertised by 
the store — the lower price 
will be honoured. If the 
correct price of the prod¬ 
uct is $10 or less, the retail¬ 
er will give the product to 
the customer for free. If 
the correct price of the 
product is higher than $10, 
the retailer will give the 
customer $10 off the cor¬ 
rected price.” See the Re¬ 
tail Council of Canada web¬ 
site (retailcouncil.org) for 
the list of participating 
stores in your area. 

Bottom line: Watch as 
your groceries are scanned 
at the checkout and verify 
that prices are accurate. If 
you see an error, don’t be 
afraid to ask the cashier to 
give you the item for free. 

Make a grocery list. 

Ever come home from 
the supermarket without 
having bought anything to 


eat? It’s not hard to do 
when you consider all the 
marketing displays and 
distractions at the groceiy 
store. Food marketers pay 
mega-moolah for shelf 
space and want to catch 
your eye and tap your wal¬ 
let when you’re shopping 
for dinner. 

To save you hundreds or 
thousands in impulse 
buys, go through your 
pantiy before hitting the 
supermarket and make a 
shopping list. Having a list 
with you when you go 
shopping not only saves 
time but reminds you what 
foods to buy and what 
meals to make and steers 
you clear of impulse pur¬ 
chases. 

Writing a shopping list is

Washington left wing

“This trophy is all about 
my team and the organiza¬ 
tion,” said Ovechkin. “I love 


to play hockey anywhere, 
but my favourite city to play 
the sport right now is Wash¬ 
ington. Hopefully next year 
the Stanley Cup will be 
ours.” 

The Lester B. Pearson 
award, which is handed out 
to the NHL’s Most Outstand¬ 


ing Player as voted by fellow 
league players, was cap¬ 
tured by Ovechkin for the 
second straight season and 
he became the first player 
to accomplish that since 
Jaromir Jagr did it in 1999 
and 2000. 

Malkin led the league 


with 113 points and had 35 
goals and 78 assists to cap¬ 
ture the Art Ross Trophy 
and he also won the Conn 
Smythe Trophy as the play¬ 
off’s MVP for helping the 
Penguins win their third

review The premise of The 
Proposal seems so obvious 
and ripe for comic poten¬ 
tial that it’s amazing no 
one thought to make it un¬ 
til now: A hard-nosed boss 
(Sandra Bullock) tries to 
avoid deportation back to 
Canada by claiming to be 


engaged to her beleaguered 
assistant (Ryan Reynolds). 

The charade gets out of 
hand when they travel to 
Alaska to visit his family. 
It’s just a shame the film¬ 
makers decided to do it 
with such by-the-numbers 
romantic comedy execu¬ 
tion (complete with a 
winking-at-the-audience 
race to the airport). 

The movie succeeds de¬ 
spite its flaws, though, 
thanks primarily to the 
chemistry between its two 
leads. The older woman dy¬ 
namic seems downright 
subversive by romantic 
comedy standards, and 
Bullock and Reynolds easi¬ 


ly show why it shouldn’t 
be. And their comic timing 
is perfectly matched. 

As much fun as she’s 
having with the character, 
Bullock still seems to be 
holding back, though. In 
the first ten minutes, the 
filmmakers spend an aw¬ 


ful lot of time telling the 
audience how horrible she 
is as a boss, how everyone 
fears and dislikes her, but 
they don’t let Bullock do 
anything that would war¬ 
rant such a reputation — 
most likely out of fear of 
moviegoers deciding her 


employees are right. She 
pulls off the second half of 
the equation, though, in 
humanizing Margaret and 
showing the vulnerability 
underneath without mak¬ 
ing it too cloying. 

Some small-town gags 
land poorly, such as the 


oddball (Oscar Nunez) 
working every conceivable 
job or the only Internet ac¬ 
cess being a coin-operated 
dial-up modem — as if a 
well-to-do estate like An¬ 
drew’s family wouldn’t 
have WiFi, even in Alaska. 
Then there are plot ele¬ 
ments that are brought up 
only to be dropped all to¬ 
gether, like Malin Acker¬ 
man’s red herring of a cute 
ex-girlfriend. 

But even when the audi¬ 
ence can see the next gag 
coming a mile away, the 
film still shines thanks to 
the performances of Bul¬ 
lock, Reynolds and the 
scene-stealing Betty White 
as Andrew’s conniving 
granny. White’s adorable, 
off-beat performance alone 
is reason enough to see it.

Away We Go is a sweet lit¬ 
tle film nearly undone by 
its pleasantness.

Year One wants to be one 
of those rare comedic 
treats: The smart dumb 
comedy. It’s prehistoric 
parable that satirizes the 
foundations of human civi¬ 
lization, while also tossing 
in plenty of poo jokes to 
please the masses. 

Unfortunately the overall 
balance leans more towards 
easy laughs than social com- 
mentaiy, but you have to 
admire the intent and the 
hit-to-miss joke ratio is 
pleasingly high. It’s what 
should be expected from 
the latest comedy from di¬ 
rector Harold Ramis (the 
brains behind Animal 
House, Groundhog Day and 


other comedy classics). 

As we know from the 
trailer, Jack Black and 
Michael Cera star as a pair 
of slacker cavemen inca¬ 
pable of either hunting or 
gathering. However, this 
material comprises only 
the set-up of the movie. 

The pair quickly leave 
their tribe to explore the 
world and soon find them¬ 
selves stumbling onto a va¬ 
riety of biblical characters 
and settings including 
Cain and Abel, Isaac and 
Abraham, and the original 
party town, Sodom. 


For Ramis, it’s a step back 
to his early days of Cad- 
dyshaclc, a ramshackle en¬ 
semble comedy that lives 
and dies on the improv of 
the cast. Year One has the 
comedic energy and unpre¬ 
dictability of those early 
movies, but also has their 
sketch-comedy structure 
and narrative messiness. 

The film ends on mes¬ 
sage preaching individuali¬ 
ty over a reliance on socie¬ 
ty or religion. It’s smart 
and appropriate, but feels 
awkwardly shoehorned in¬ 
to a film that works best as 


sketch comedy. 

Black and Cera are at 
their best as the leads, 
playing their well-worn 
comedic personas and do¬ 
ing it well. Virtually every 
sequence comes with a 
scene-stealing cameo, but 
special notice should go to 
David Cross’ cynical Cain, 
Hank Azaria’s circumci¬ 
sion obsessed Abraham 
(“It’s going to be a sleek 
look”), and Oliver Platt’s 
sleazy high priest who in¬ 
sists on getting hairy-chest¬ 
ed oil rubs from Cera 
(every bit as hilarious and 


disgusting as it sounds). 

Year One is pleasant es¬ 
capism with a brain. Sure, 
it’s more like Mel Brooks’ 
silly History Of The World: 
Part 1 than Monty Python’s 
satirical masterpiece Life Of 
Brian, but at least it pro¬ 


vides audiences with the 
opportunity to giggle at ir¬ 
reverent humour for 90 
minutes without feeling 
guilty afterwards.

There have been plenty of 
unusual gigs over the 
years — bands have 
played on the back of 
trucks, on buses, on an oil 
rig — but has any group 
ever played an original set 
of music to a movie about 
bears? That’s exactly what 
Los Angeles duo No Age 
did last week in Seattle. 

“It’s an idea we’ve been 
talking about for a while,” 
says Dean Allen Spunt, the 
band’s drummer and singer. 
“It’s a movie that Randy 
(Randall, the band’s gui¬ 
tarist) really liked when he 
was a kid.” 

The noise pop group per¬ 
formed a 90-minute set of 
music specifically created 
for The Bear, an ’80s French 
film shot in British Colum¬ 
bia that follows two bears as 
they develop a friendship 


and escape from hunters. It 
sounds like a wacky, and 
challenging, project, but 
Spunt says it wasn’t as diffi¬ 
cult to pull together as he 
thought it would be. 

“We just watched the 
movie and felt out the emo¬ 
tions,” he explains. No Age 
performed the live sound¬ 


track at the Seattle Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival, but the 
band is unlikely to bring its 
Bear show on the road. 

What people can expect 
is a set filled with the infec¬ 
tious sonic blasts and 
grunge-lilce melodies found 
on their sophomore record 
Nouns. Spunt says the two¬ 


some might also play some 
tunes off their forthcoming 
EP, which they just recently 
finished recording. 

The four-song disc, which 
will be out in September or 
October, will be more sam¬ 
ple heavy than their last 
record Spunt reveals. 

“We’ve always done sam¬ 


ples, but it’s a little more 
present now,” he says. “I 
figured out a way to make 
them sound better. We 
write more with them 
rather than use samples to 
augment our songs. 

“We’ve tried to expand 
things and maybe go in dif¬ 
ferent areas that we would¬ 
n’t go in,” Spunt adds. “It 
seems to me it sounds nice¬ 
ly saturated. I feel it’s like a 
really nice painting.” 

Some fans will likely be 
disappointed that the 
group isn’t releasing a full- 
length, but Spunt says the 
band has always been in¬ 
terested in “quick seg¬ 
ments.” 

“I think concentrating 
on a full record is a lot of 
work,” he says. “Some¬ 
times you just need to get 
something out, something 
smaller. An EP with four or 
five songs is a good thing to 
have. Some of my favourite 
records are EPs.” 
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Iron Maiden voyage a true adventure 



oclc stars having 
their own jets isn’t 
anything new. Zep¬ 
pelin and the 
Stones were first. 
U2 always charters one for 
its tours. And when Metalli- 
ca goes on tour, each mem¬ 
ber has his own jet so they 
can fly off away from each 
other between gigs. Mean¬ 
while, the road crews are 
stuck in their bus bunks, 
humping tons of gear the 
old-fashioned way — in con¬ 
veys of semi-trailers. 


Then there’s Iron Maiden. 
Not only did the group have 
its own 757 done up with a 
special Iron Maiden livery, 
the band, crew and equip¬ 
ment all flew together. And 
in command of the flight 
deck? The group’s singer. 

During his solo period, 
Bruce Dickinson realized 
that maybe he’d better 
think about the future. “I 
thought to myself, ‘I don’t 
know if I’m going to be able 
to make a living out of be¬ 
ing a musician in 10 years,” 
he told me during a recent 
interview. “Maybe I should 
have a second job or some¬ 
thing.’” 

After taking up flying as a 
hobby, Dickinson took a se¬ 
ries of professional pilot ex¬ 
ams and through a happen¬ 
stance meeting with an old 
friend (a rock radio DJ- 


tumed pilot), Bruce ended 
up with a first officer post¬ 
ing with a British passenger 
airline. For the last eight 
years, he’s been flying both 
757s and 737s for Astraeus, 
a company that provides 
planes and crews to other 
airlines. When it came to 
the Iron Maiden world tour, 
Dickinson went to Astraeus 
and leased an idle aircraft. 

“It just happens that one 
of the absolute dead times 
for airline and charter work 
is January and February. So 
it worked out perfectly for 
us to take an aircraft out of 
the line for two months. 
The problem was 
(our equipment) wouldn’t 
fit. The airplane just wasn’t 
physically big enough. So 
we had to get a full modifi¬ 
cation of the aircraft ap¬ 
proved.” 


After $500,000 in up¬ 
grades, Ed Force One (offi¬ 
cially “Flystar 666” to air 
traffic controllers) was rout¬ 
ed from west to east, care¬ 
fully scheduled to minimize 
jet lag and to make sure the 
band (and its singer/pilot) 
reached maximum energy 
for 9 p.m. — showtime.

Veal and 
Mushroom Salad 
with Basil 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) veal or chicken 
schnitzels, cut thin 
5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 clove garlic, finely 
chopped 

3 scallions, finely sliced 
1 lb (500 g) mixed small 
mushrooms, such as but¬ 
ton, Swiss brown (cremini) 
or shiitake, sliced 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

1 cup (250 ml) basil leaves 

2 oz (50 g) Parmesan, in 
one piece 

4 tbsp (60 ml) beef stock 
(broth) 

2 tbsp (25 ml) port wine 
2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

5 oz (150 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 

METHOD: 

1. Cut veal into thin, even 
strips. Heat 3 tbsp (45 ml) 
oil in nonstick pan over 
high heat. Sear veal briefly 
both sides. Add garlic and 
scallions; cook 1 minute. 
Transfer to plate and keep 
warm. 

2. Heat remaining 2 tbsp 


(25 ml) oil in pan. Fry 
mushrooms over medium 
heat 5 minutes. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. Trans¬ 
fer to plate. Slice basil 
finely; keep few leaves 
whole for garnish. Use 
vegetable peeler to shave 
Parmesan into thin slices. 

3. Place stock and port in 
pan in which veal was 
cooked; bring to boil and 
cook briefly over high 
heat, stirring in juices and 
any crusty pieces from 
meat. Transfer to bowl. 
Add vinegar and salt and 
pepper to taste. When 
cooled completely, mix in 
two thirds of chopped 
basil. 

4. Combine veal and 
mushrooms; place on serv¬ 
ing plate. Drizzle on stock 
mixture. Top with Parme¬ 
san. Garnish with remain¬ 
ing chopped basil, whole 
basil leaves and tomatoes.
